Nothing which we saw strock 
us more deeply than the reality 
of tha changa which the Revolu- 
tion has created in Germany. 
Tha Revolstion was the great 
topic of conversation with avery- 
one that we met, We bad the 
privilege of meating many of the 
best-known professors in Bertin, 
es. well as chaitman of ‘the 
Reichsbank, ' representatives of 
the Berlin Uhamber of Commerce, 
the headquarters atail of the trade 
neions of Germany, and. the 
Rector Magnificus of the Collece 
of Technology at Dreedor. We 
formed the. epinion that = the 
Revolution is a very creat reality 
We did not gather that every- 
ove Tikes the Revolution, nor that 
everyone expects it [6 be per 
manent. The life of the Repabtic 
seems to be semawhat precarious 
Tt rests upon an alliance between 
tha moderate Socialists and the 
Roman Cathotic democracy of the 
Bhineland. Eis very moch like 
2 government of Henderson ard 
‘lyoes. Itappears to be cem~o3- 
ed of quite conscientious pains- 
taking men, of no very singular 
ability, ‘and ith very 
capacity for arousing loyalty and 
enthusiasm. We found no one 
who either desired or expected 
the restoration of either the 
Kaiser or the Crown Prince, 


‘Everyone whom we -spoke te 


seemed surprised that wo regard- 
ed these men as being either 
desperately wicked or very im- 
portant.

Tho authorities of the College 
tf Technology at Dreaden told ue 
that most of the students have to 
work in factories in order to earn 
their university fees, that some 
of them bave only 500 warks (ie.
